This
fs in Illme with the evident plan of
the commissloners to put only the
best of material into the permanent
construction of the building and leave
out the decorations and expensive in-
terlor finishes to be provided later,
This policy has met with general
favor. However it Is not certain that
the people of Lincoln 'county will
take kindly to a bond issue at thisg
time, The voters will remember that
every bond proposed for Lin-
coln county during a good many years
back, has been defeated. Lincoln coun-
ty now has no bonded Indebtedness
and the people will be
bonds if there is other way to
get the money.

Recognition of individual ability,
detpiled segregation of work and a
sliding scale of wages running in in-
stances from 2 to 15 cents per hour
higher than that recommended by
the rallroad labor board together
with provision for a progressive line
of promotion are embodied fin an
agreament signed hy representatives
of the Shop Employvees association,
Union Pacific and the managers of
the various lnea . therein included

About 30 delegates of the associa-
tion representing the shop employees
from Omaha to Los Angeles attend-
ed the meeting. The new rates and
rules are to hecome effective Sept-
ember 1.

The agreement fixes wages of 76,
80, 85 and 96 cents an hour for thor-
oughly skilled mechanies which were
formerly pald dead level rates of 70
cents and hour with 6 and 10 cent
differentials In some cases,

Tnder the new plan a progressive
line of promotion fa provided for with
rates ranging from 64 cents per hour
for the rough or slightly skilled worlk,
advancing on up to the pay for the
highly skilled elassifientions. The new
rulea provide a rate of 49 cents an
hour for helpers ns against the form-
or rate of 417 centa,

Overtime will be adjusted on a
fluctuating scale. As to the senority
rights, the agreement provides that
those who remained In or returned
to the service on or before July §,
1622, and who entered the
gervien bheginning with and since
July 1, will rank first. while thoge
who enter the service subsequent to
September 1, 1922 will rank according
to tha date they are employed.
